Roosevelt today nominated Paul V. 
McNutt, retiring high commission- 
er to the Philippines, to be admin- 
istrator of the new federal security 
agency. 

The nomination, 
pected until McNutt’s arrival last 
week in Washington from the Phil- 
ippines, suggested to political ob- 
servers a@ move toward an alliance 
of new deal and McNutt forces 
looking toward 1940. 

The agency which the former In- 
diana governor and open campaign- 
er for the 1940 democratic presi- 
dential nomination will head is one 
of three established by Mr. Roose- 
velt under the new government re- 
organization act. It comprises the 
bulk of the administration’s social 
welfare activities, including social 
security, the U. S. public health ser- 
vice, the National Youth Adminis- 
tration, the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, the office of education and 
the U. S. employment service. 

The nomination was expected to 
receive senate approval without de- 
lay. Political ramifications the ap- 
pointment excited Washington spec- 
ulation.

WPA Wage Bills 
Are Pushed 


Bill In Senate Would 
Prevent Scheduled 
Reductions September 1 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—A group of 
new dealer congressmen, headed by 
Sen. James E. Murray, D., Mont., 
began a senate fight today for re- 
Storation of the prevailing wage 
basis for WPA workers. 

Murray announced that he had 
obtained eight co-sponsors for his 
measure to repeal a provision of the 
1940 relief bill forcing skilled la- 
borers to work 130 hours a month 
for the same pay they formerly re- 
ceived for as little as 55 hours. He 
Said the bill would be introduced to- 
day. Similar legislation is being 
pushed in the house by Rep. Adolf ; 
J. Sabath, D., Ml. 

In addition to providing for re- 
storation of the prevailing wage, 
Murray’s bill would order that the 
monthly earnings of WPA workers 
shall not be less than they were on 
June 30, 1939. This would prevent 
scheduled wage reductions in many 
areas Sept. 1.

tions to belligerents.
